This was a reference to charges 
that Clark was responsible f o r 
heavy losses in attacks on en­ 
trenched enemy forces across the 
Rapido river. Robert Patterson, 
then secretary of war, absolved 
Clark of any blame. 
Connally’s statement offered a 
preview of the bitter row that is 
expected when the Senate considers 
Clark's nomination in January. 
The Justice Department is seek­ 
ing to determine whether President 
Truman can legally give Clark a 
recess appointment. A law of 1870 
bars military officers on a c t i v e 
duty from holding civilian govern­ 
ment posts. 
Congress, however, c o u l d ap­ 
prove legislation which would per­ 
mit Clark to retain his military 
status while serving in a diplomatic 
post. 
This was done in the cases of 
Gen. Omar N. Bradley and Gen. 
W. Bedell Smith who served as Vet­ 
erans Administrator and ambassa­ 
dor to Russia, respectively.

Back in the United States it ap­ 
peared that any of 22 such insects 
would do the job, but one by one 
they failed. 
Only since 1949 has the Lydella 
spread far enough to fulfill t h e 
hopes of scientists who dreamed of 
biological war between the borers 
and their parasite enem ies. 
Corn farmers remember 1949 
as a year of record losses to the 
borer. But during the sam e pe­ 
riod the Lydella was spreading 
far and fast. 
Last year, weather was an im ­ 
portant factor in borer control—but 
new colonies of Lydella killed off 
borers by the millions. 
It was not until 
this 
Summer 
that Lydella, after 30 years of ef­ 
fort was finally accomplishing its 
mission in the United States. 
But, jubilant Agriculture Depart­ 
ment scientists hasten to add, the 
fight against the borer is far from 
over. Parasites such as that rare­ 
ly win a complete victory o v e r 
their enemy. 
Nevertheless, reports from t h e 
field show that Lydella was worth 
three decades of culture and care.

NO ELEPHANT EOK HT 
PRESIDENT Truman will not receiv e a 
white elephant as a gift from the king of 
Camb odia, after a diplomatic exchange b e­ 
tween that country and W a s h i n g t o n 
which lasted sev eral months. 
Last March King Norodom Shianouk Var- 
man sent word through diplomatic chan­ 
nels that he was sending the animal to the 
President as a gesture of good will. Presi­ 
dent Trumar, was rib b ed for accepting the 
symb ol of the Repub lican Party, b ut the 
President said he would giv e the animal 
to the Washington Zoo. 


Secondly, while MacArthur is not a can­ 
didate for the presidency, the Repub lican 
rank and file accept his judgment as to the 
av ailab ility of a candidate. Because his 
judgment is b ased not on personality b ut 
on principle, those w'ho would contest his 
intellectual leadership will hav e to attack 
his principles, which cannot b e done with­ 
out defending President Harry Truman, 
Gen. George Marshall and Dean Acheson, 
and that no Repub lican can do and surv iv e. 
This was MacArthur’s achiev ement b e­ 
fore the American Legion in Miami. Many 
reached the conclusion that MacArthur did 
not, on that occasion, endorse S e n a t o r 
Taft. Actually, he did. By one stroke, he 
made it impossib le for either General Eis­ 
enhower or Thomas E. Dewey to assume 
any form of leadership in the party without 
a quarrel ov er his propositions, a quarrel 
which would so. split the party as to guar-i 
antee a Democratic v ictory. Should their 
leadership assert itself and succeed, then 
his has failed. The issue is as clear as that, 
i Should Taft b ecome the leader and candi­ 
date. MacArthur’s keynote speech stands, 
for they are in agreement. 
It was a political tour de force and may 
yet achiev e a greater unity in the party 
than has existed since 19 36. 
many Repub licans fav or Eisenhower, none 
can afford to oppose MacArthur in princi­ 
ple except Sen. Wayne Morse, who, from 
the standpoint of the party, does not mat- i 
ter much.

It is argued that football takes too much 
tim e that should be devoted to the real 
purposes of institutions of higher learning. 
With so m uch emphasis on football cultur­ 
al features may be overlooked. At least 
that is the claim of those who would abol­ 
ish the sport. 
There have been scandals over the hiring 
of players. One of the more severe critics 
declares colleges and 
universities need 
only be good enough not to em barrass the 
football team. 
Football, however, is not on its way out. 
T h e vast stadiums and the thousands who 
fill them on Saturday afternoon are here 
to stay. Some of the practices may be cor­ 
rected, and more schools m ay abandon the 
sport, but football is an American institu­ 
tion which has the support of the public. 
Football fans dote on the days in the open 
and the thrill of competition. 


N O P LE PH ANT FOR HT 
PR ESID EN T Trum an will not receive a 
white elephant as a gift from the king of 
Cambodia, after a diplomatic exchange be­ 
tween that country and W a s h i n g t o n 
which lasted several months. 
Last March King Norodom Shianouk Var- 
m an sent word through diplomatic chan­ 
nels thai he was sending the animal to the 
President as a gesture of good will. Presi­ 
dent Trum an was ribbed for accepting the 
symbol of the Republican Party, but the 
President said he would give the animal 
to the Washington Zoo. 
The m atter was regarded more serious­ 
ly in Cambodia, where tradition dem ands 
that white elephants be the sole property of 
the king. Many obstacles were placed in 
the job of transportation. It was difficult to 
find a caretaker willing to make the trip, 
or a ship to carry the beast. 
Much diplomatic correspondence follow­ 
ed, letters couched in best dip I o rn a t i c 
phrases, and 
carrying mutual 
felicita­ 
tions 
Finally m atters were arranged, the ele­ 
phant put aboard a ship bound for the Unit­ 
ed Sta tes, amply supplied with food and 
car e. But th* beast was a poor traveler and 
du d at sea Now the king is going to send 
another to k en of friendship, something eas­ 
ier to transport. 


Gen. Douglas MacArthur is introducing 
into current American politics an altogeth­ 
er new tone. He has by self-appointment 
made himself the philosophic leader of the 
Republican Party. 
It is important to note that his accept­ 
ance has been almost universal in the rank 
and file of the party and by extraordinar­ 
ily large num bers of non-party persons and 
Democrats, particularly Southern Demo- 
! cists. 
While it is impossible even to hope now 
for a reorganization of parties to include 
men of identical views in each party, it is 
not impossible to rally citizens of diverg­ 
ent views about the personality of Mac­ 
Arthur. 
He is able, as he did in his Miami speech, 
to establish a basis for the Republican 
platform arid for the campaign that is to 
be fought. The Republicans dare not, even 
if they would, ignore the position adopted 
by MacArthur because he has clarified is­ 
sues which they have been developing, thus 
ending confusion. Senators, such as Lodge, 
Saltonstall, Ives, Duff and Morse, cannot 
reject MacArthur without imperil l i n g 
themselves. 
Secondly, while MacArthur is not a can­ 
didate for the presidency, the Republican 
lank and file accept his judgment as to the 
availability of a candidate. Because his 
judgment is based not on personality but 
on principle, those who would contest his 
intellectual leadership will have to attack 
his principles, which cannot be done with­ 
out defending President Harry Trum an, 
Gen. George Marshall and Dean Acheson, 
and that no Republican can do and survive. 
This was M acA rthur^ achievement be­ 
fore the American Legion in Miami. Many 
reached the conclusion that MacArthur did 
not, on that occasion, endorse S e n a t o r 
Taft. Actually, he did. By one stroke, he 
made it impossible for either General Eis­ 
enhower or Thomas E. Dewey to assume 
any form of leadership in the party without 
a quarrel over his propositions, a quarrel 
which would so split the party as to guar-* 
antee a Democratic victory. Should their 
leadership assert itself and succeed, then 
his has failed. The issue is as clear as that. 
Should Taft become the leader and candi­ 
date, M acArthur’s keynote speech stands, 
for they are in agreement. 
It was a political tour de force and m ay 
yet achieve a greater unity in the party 
than has existed since 1936. For whereas 
m any Republicans favor Eisenhower, none 
can afford to oppose MacArthur in princi­ 
ple except Sen. Wayne Morse, who, from 
the standpoint of the party, does not m a t­ 
ter much. 
The danger to Taft’s aspirations is that 
many who are opposed to him may turn 
from Eisenhower to M acArthur as a can­ 
didate. Should Winston Churchill become 
prime minister at 77, the argum ent against 
MacArthur becoming President at 73 would 
be weakened. And if age is gauged by a rt­ 
eries, MacArthur is as young as he looks. 
The Taft m anagem ent seem s to be as­ 
sured that this will not happen and, at this 
stage, it is not very important. What does 
m atter is that “ me-tooism,” the invention 
of Wendell Willkie, and the bipartisan for­ 
eign policy, the product of Senator Vanden­ 
berg, JoHn Foster Dulles and Dewey, are 
dead. It must he rem em bered that in 1944, 
Dewey and Roosevelt, through General 
Marshall, reached an agreem ent limiting 
the debate within specific margins. In ef­ 
fect, this was an agreem ent between the 
Democratic and the Republican parties to 
withhold from the American people specif­ 
ic oatinufd on P age Seven)

Brucello sis co sts fa rmers a t- 
jno st $100 millio n a yea r thro ugh 
the lo ss o f millio ns o f po unds o f 
milk and tho usa nds o f ca lves. 
In addition, up wards of 7,000 p er­ 
sons annually acquire undulant fe­ 
ver from infected animals or ani­ 
mal p roducts. 
The men who are p lanning na­ 
tional strategy against brucellosis 
believe their task can be accomp - , 
lished within four years if farm ers 
and veterinarians coop erate. 
Most farm ers are ready to do so 
because when 
brucellosis hits it 
hits hard. Infected cows p roduce 22 
p ercent less milk and 40 p ercent 
fewer calves. 
• 
• • 
THERE ARE 
other 
liabilities, 
too: Tem p orary or p ermanent ster­ 
ility, breaks in the ranks of valu­ 
able p urebred families, costly re ­ 
p lacements and lower value of in­ 
fected cattle. 
The disease isn’t widesp read—it 
1 affects about 3.1 p ercent of the na­ 
tion’s cattle. But it is dangerous. 
Any farm er with brucellosis 
in 
his herd will coop erate to elimi­ 
nate it. but scientists say that in 
many eases he doesn't realize it ex- 
i ists. 
Recently a group of dep artm ent 


workers set out to make a movie 
about the disease and ap p roached a 
p rosp erous goat farm er for p er­ 
mission to take p ictures of his herd. 
At first the fa rmer wa s reluc­ 
ta nt to permit his hea lthy a ni­ 
ma ls to be used in a p i c t u r e 
a bo ut disea se, but fina lly he re­ 
lented a nd to o k the gro up do wn to 
the ba rn to see the a nima ls. 
The first thing they saw when 
they reached the barn lot was one 
of the finest females, which had 
just had an abortion. 
‘‘Brucellosis!” the exp erts gasp ­ 
ed. 
The scientists said the disease 
was easy to trace. Some time e a r ­ 
lier a salesman delivered feed and 
brought along two healthy-looking 
goats. The farm ers 
looked 
them 
over, liked them and bought 
them. 
Tests showed that they were the 
carriers of the disease.

WASHINGTON, Oct. 23 — Agri­ 
culture Department scientists say 
that brucellosis—undulant fever in 
animals—can be eliminated from 
the nation’s dairy herds by 1955. 
Brucellosis costs farmers al- 
jnost $100 million a year through 
the loss of millions of pounds of 
milk and thousands of calves. 
In addition, upwards of 7.000 per­ 
sons annually acquire undulant fe­ 
ver from infected animals or ani­ 
mal products. 
The men who are planning na­ 
tional strategy against brucellosis 
believe their task can be accomp­ 
lished within four years if farmers 
and veterinarians cooperate. 
Most farmers are ready to do so 
because when brucellosis hits it 
hits hard. Infected cows produce 22 
percent less milk and 40 percent 
fewer calves.
